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Sinoe  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  in  July,  1948,  the  Expectant  Mothers  and  Nursing 
Mothers  are  attended  by  the  nurse  supplied  by  the  North 
Riding  County  Council,  and  by  the  family  doctor »  Young 
children  are  attended  by  the  same  nurse,  chiefly  at  the 
clinic  v\ihich  is  held  at  Reeth  on  the  first  V'/ednesday  of 
each  month. 

Domiciliary  Mid’wifery  is  conducted  by  the  nurse, 
and  the  local  doctors.  A  great  number  of  the  viomen  go 
to  the  Maternity  Hospital  at  Darlington  if  an  abnormal 
delivery  is  anticipated.  If  home  conditions  are  not 
satisfactory  they  go  to  the  Maternity  Hospital  at 
Northallerton. 

The  local  doctors  carry  out  vaccinations  and  diph¬ 
theria  immunisations.  Some  of  the  latter  are  done  at 
the  Clinic. 

The  nearest  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Richmond  where 
there  are  ambulances  and  cars  for  sitting  oases. 

The  Domestic  Health  Service  is  not  much  used  in 
the  district. 

Mental  health  is  not  administered  by  the  Council. 
Patients  now  go  to  Jinterton,  near  Sedgefield,  which  is 
nearer  than  York. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  food  poisoning  in  1950.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR'S  REPORT  FOR  1950 
Sanitary  Ciroumstances  of  the  Area 
y/ATER  SUPPLIES 

Althou>^,h  the  summer  of  the  year  under  revie'W  was  not  a 
dry  one,  shortages  of  water  have  again  been  experienced, 
in  particular  at  Keld,  Low  Row,  Hcaiaugh,  and  Rceth.  In  the 
latter  instance,  even  although  the  temporary  supply  from 
Fremington  Edge  was  brought  into  use,  in  order  to  maintain 
the  supply  to  the  houses  on  the  Arhengarthdale  Road,  the 
main  had  to  be  turned  off  each  night  during  certain  periods. 

During  the  year,  the  temporary  main  from  Fremington 
Edge,  was  extended  a  further  150  yards  to  the  outcrop  of 
the  spring,  and  a  new  covered  collecting  tank  provided. 

At  Kcld  the  main  across  the  River  Swale  was  fractured 
during  heavy  floods,  repaired,  only  to  be  again  broken.  In 
order  to  maintain  the  supply  to  the  houses  an  overhead  pipe¬ 
line  was  provided,  using  a  new  type  of  lightweight  tubing 
known  as  ”Allcathene'’ . 

As  no  further  improvements  have  been  undertaken, 
the  quality  of  water  being  supplied,  is,  on  the  whole, 
doubtful,  owing  to  contamination  of  the  collecting  springs 
by  surface  water. 

Thu  Council  are  still  awaiting  a  decision  from  the 
Ministry  as  to  what  grant  will  be  made  available  towards 
the  proposed  Regional  Water  Supply  Scheme  -  meanwhile, 
shortages  will  continue. 

SU//ERAGE 

Nc  new  systems  or  extensions  have  been  provided  during 
the  year,  although,  a  number  of  schemes  have  been  prepared 
by  the  Council's  Consultant.  These  must  await  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  the  proposed  water  supply  scheme.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

In  this  field  a  great  advance  has  been  made  during 
the  year;  after  much  consideration  and  discussion  by  the 
members  of  the  Council,  it  was  decided  to  collect  household 
refuse  at  all  villages  and  hamlets  throughout  the  area,  by 
direct  labour  and  using  the  Council's  own  vehicle.  A 
’’Karrier  Bantum”  Refuse  Vehicle  was  purchased,  and  two  men 
employed  to  work  the  collection.  Tv.o  tips  have  been  made 
available,  one  on  Ellerton  Mcor  and  the  other  in  Feetham  V/ood, 
both  old  quarry  holes.  These  tips  are  used  in  rotation,  to 
allow  for  settling  and  covering  over  the  exposed  tip  faces. 


SCHOOLS 


.  V/ater  supplies  to  the  schools  in  the  area,  with  the 
exception  of  Rceth  and  Ar -lengarthdale ,  are  supplied  from 
Council  Mains, 
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Cooking  arrangements  at  the  schools  continue  to  be 
carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

The  dry  closet  accommodation  at  Gurinarside  School  is 
unsatisfactory,  and  the  County  Education  C jmmittee  are 
being  pressed  to  provide  v\)ater  closet  accommodation  connected 
to  the  Council  sewer. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

This  is  limited  to  retail  shops,  small  quantities  of 
butter,  bacon,  and  tinned  foods  have  been  condemned  as 
unfit  for  hujnan  consumptiono 

RODENT  CONTROL 

There  were  no  ’’major  infestations”  in  the  district 
throughout  the  year,  isolated  infestations  have  been  dealt  with 
at  houses  and  piggeries  a  Treatment  of  sewage  works  and  refuse 
tips  have  also  been  carried  onto 

HOUSING 

The  contract  to  build  twelve  houses  at  Reeth,  submitted  by 
Messrs.  Brown  Brothers  of  Richmond,  was  approved,  building  to 
commence  in  the  early  months  of  1951 o  Up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  there  have  been  nineteen  applications  for  houses. 

Out  of  the  Council’s  housing  allocation,  one  licence 
to  build  privately  at  Ivelet  was  granted. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

No  further  progress  towards  the  erection  of  public 
conveniences  at  Keld  and  Muker  has  been  made,  local  con¬ 
tractors  being  averse  to  undertake  the  work,  owing  to  pres¬ 
sure  of  other  work. 

FACTORIES 

Of  the  seven  factories  in  the  area,  22  inspections  were 
carried  out  during  the  year,  and  in  one  instance  of  insuf¬ 
ficient  closet  accommodation,  informal  action  resulted  in 
the  provision  of  a  suitable  water  closet  for  employees.

Licences  issued  during  the  year  were  confined  to  essen¬ 
tial  work  only,  to  include  such  improvements  as  new  bath¬ 
rooms,  Y^.Cs additional  and  improved  bedroom  accommodation,  and 
re-conditioning  work  to  houses.
